SOYBEAN FIELD DAY 


O hio State University Playing Host 
to Growers Today. 
Columbus, 
Sept. 
IO.—Ohio 
State 
university is playing host today to 
growers of soybeans at a soybean 
field day on the university farm. 
Six­ 
teen events are listed on the program, 
including one hour for speaking. For 
nearly 15 years tho farm crops de­ 
partment at the university has ex­ 
perimented with soybeans on the uni­ 
versity farm. 
The first soybean field 
day st the university is in recognition 
of the phenomenal increase in soy­ 
bean acreage throughout Ohio, an in­ 
crease especially noticeable this year 
because of the difficulty with corn 
and, in some parts of the state, with 
winter wheat and alfalfa. 
Today the growers were conducted 
In small groups to whichever of the 
demonstration plots they are inter­ 
ested in. 
The university has 35 acres 
of soybeans for hay, 30 acres for seed, 
25 acres with corn for silage and six 
acres for special demonstrations.

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Washington, Sept. IO.—The agricul­ 
tural department’s September crop re­ 
port show that the nation’s corn crop 
entered September in the lowest con­ 
dition in the last 4ie years, with three 
exceptions. 
The report shows a decline of 63.- 
000,000 bushels in the corn crop pros­ 
pects. 
Extremes of temperature and 
rainfall have been unfavorable to the 
crop, which was planted late, is ex­ 
tremely irregular in stand and devel­ 
opment, and has not been able to 
catch up with the season except in 
some sections where drought is ripen­ 
ing the crop prematurely, the report 
adds. 
A crop of 2,5i3,000,000 bushels 
is indicated, or 533,000,000 
bushels 
less than last year. 
An increase of 23,000,000 bushels in 
the prospective wheat crop is noted. 
The crop is now placed at 837,000,000 
bushels, spring 
wheat having 
been 
benefited during August by particu­ 
larly favorable weather in the princi­ 
pal producing states, where the quali­ 
ty is excellent and the acre yields 
high. 
Spring wheat prospects are 34,000,- 
000 bushels higher than last year's 
crop, while winter wheat production 
is estimated at 589,000,000 bushels, or 
17.000.000 more than last year. 
Oats 
also improved during August to the 
extent of 47,000,000 bushels with a 
crop of 1,488,OOO,OOO bushels forecast. 
That is 185,000,000 
bushels 
larger 
than last year’s crop. 
The generally 
cool season has been most favorable. 
1 he flaxseed crop, forecast at 29,000,- 
000 bushels, is larger than in any pre­ 
vious year excepting 1902. 
Late potatoes in the northern states 
have been favored by August weather 
and a forecast of 413,OOI),OOO bushels 
was announced, an increase of 14,000,- 
000 
over 
August I, and 22,000,000 
bushels 
larger than 
the 
five year 
average. 
The 
tobacco 
production 
forecast is below any year since 1916 
with the1 exception of 1921, a total of 
1.195.000.000 pounds being indicated. 
The crop in Kentucky, principal pro­ 
ducing state, is generally poor and 
the plants are small. 
A decline is 
noted in Ohio.

Vaccination of Ohio State University 
Students Urged.

Thompson of Ohio State university 
recommends that all students expect­ 
ing to enter the university Sept. 29 
should be vaccinated before enrolling. 
“The unfortunate experience in Ohio 
with a malignant form of smallpox 
has quadrupled the death rate so far 
this year as compared with the years 
since the war," Dr. Thompson points 
out. 
He adds that, although the state 
hoard of health aud the university 
could, in the exercise of their legal 
authority, deny registration or atteal* 
alice to any students not successfully 
vaccinated, there is no desire on the 
part of either the university or the 
state board to resort to such methods. 
“We are trying, therefore, to bring to 
the attention of all prospective stu­

About Nine-Tenths of the Huge Popu­ 
lation Never Have Seen a 
Moving Picture. 


Shanghai.—Out 
of 
an 
estimated 
population of somewhere between 4< V- 
000,000 and 5OO.QOO.0OO, it is believed 
that OO per cent of the people 
of 
China have never seen a motion pic­ 
ture. 
For this reason an effort now under 
way to provide movies acted and pro­ 
duced by Chinese is interesting. 
In China’* largest centers and in 
the treaty ports the picture screen 
long 
bas 
been 
commonplace 
and 
mixed audiences of Chinese and for­ 
eigners are thrilled over the film fa­ 
vorites, just as are audiences in the* 
United States. 
But hitherto the s; 
radio efforts to popularize the movies 
in the interior of China have failed. 
Within the last year several com­ 
panies In Shanghai have undertaken

States Department of Agriculture says 
should not be tolerated. A number of 
the mixtures advertised for use in con­ 
trolling external pests by administer­ 
ing in the feed have been tested by 
the insecticide and fungicide board of 
the department and all have been 
found to be ineffective. 
Among the 
products which were offered as pow­ 
ders to be mixed with the feed are 
several containing mixtures of sul­ 
phur, charcoal, magnesium sulphate, 
ferrous sulphate, nux vomica, capsi­ 
cum, sodium carbonate, naphthalene, 
lime, salt and sand. 
Some of the mix­ 
tures were lime-sulphur solutions to 
be added to the drinking water; some 
calcium sulphide tablets of various 
percentages and having quantities of 
oilier chemicals as well.
